Moynux is a greater lion than Igna- 
tieff. He threw bis little daugbtei^ityed 
sis years, into a deep, dry well, and 
for three Lours listonud to lier calls for 
her "papa." Tho object cf the murder 
•was to vex kis wife, from whom he was 
separated, and to seuuio .he society of a 
mistress, who viewed the child as a nui- 
sance. Tor five weeks Moyaux baffled tbo 
police, an inspectorship btiiug tbe prize 
for whoever unested the asbiissiu. The 
latter made bimself known to several per- 
sons; committed a murderous assault on 
his wife and fatuer-in-law; wrote to jour- 
nals; planned suicide, ami was evor arm- 
ed with a revolver, chu-flv to kill bis wife, 
and, next, tho first person, aud evtn tho 
Beoond, who would arrest liiin. No one 
doubted but he would keep his word. He 
owed his eseape to well made up disguise, 
and living, it is surrnised.utider tho very 
noses of the authorities. He eveu bougbt 
tho morning and oveuing papers. chuckled 
over his impunity, and discussed the pos- 
sibility of ins arrest wit'i tho quidnuncs. 
He ovidenily was aided aud abetted to 
keep out of tbe clutches of the authori- 
ties, and tho iatter are so nettled at being 
trioked tbatthoy ate moving heaven and 
earth to discover Moyaux's protectors. 
Moyaux swearing by all the saints in ibo 
calendar be will only make a revelation 
after being decapitated 1 . He was identified 
by a tavern-keeper, formerly a clerk in 
tho same) establishment, as tbe murderer, 
and for tbo guidance ol detectives it was 
Moyaux's "back" that made him recogniz- 
able— a clue in itself a mystory. Seized 
by the arms, tho murderer was relieved 
of his loaded revolver, after which be bad 
nothing more dangerous than an humble 
wardrobe of disguises, an onion, a turnip 
and a piece of bullock's lungs to tnako an 
impromptu pot aufeu. 

Tho little victim had been preserved in 
spirits of wine, to enable tue father to 
confront tbe body; one glauco, aud be 
implored to bo led away. Tue deceased 
has just been interred, with something 
like official honors, aud amongst 
a silent and weeping crowd of 
20,000 persons. Her Bthuul mates follow- 
ed the bier, dressed in white, aud iioldmg 
the cordons; while tho stiougest among 
thorn carried it; the local baud placed 
funeral marches to the grave, and mount- 
ed police acted as an escort; the grave 
was fust filled with white bouquets and 
orowns, Owing to the loualhosti.ityagaiust 
the motber, who, it seems, denounced her 
husband some months ago for forgery ,tbe 
police, to prevent accidents, decliuod to 
allow lier to follow tho body. A mortuary 
mass was celobr.itediu Mazas Prison for 
tbo reposo of the soul of tbe cbild.atwbich 
the father assisted, and wept bitterly. The 
curlaiu drops on this tragedy, ponding 
tho preparations for tho trial; b it tho pubr 
lie will not be deprived of their cukes and 
alo, asitillor is to bo placed in tbo dock 
to answer for cutting up bin mistress, ana 
throwing tho debris into the Seme. The 
curiosity is to know tho scientific evi- 
dence, as to whether or not the unfortu- 
nate woman was dissected alive. 

A writer in Soribner has an article 
on the subject "How to keep tbe boys 
on the farm."

The Profits of the Hudson Bay Com- 
pany. 

About tho profits of the company 
thero have been grave rnisapprehon- 
sionn. Certainly at first they were 
enormous. In hostilities between the 
French aud English from 1082 to 1G88 
they lost £118,014, yet in 1804 a divi- 
dend of 50 per cent was declared, and 
iu 1809 one of 25 por cent. Tho cap- 
ture of fortresses by the French at in- 
tervals between 1002 to 1007 cost 
them £97,500. Yet, shortly after the 
peaco of Utrecht, they had trebled 
their capital with a call of only ten per 
cent, on tho shareholders. No wonder 
that in those days, and for loug after, 
a Hudson Bay share was never in tho 
maiket. An old gentleman (ouo of 
the most celebrated, historically ,of all 
the heroes of tho fur trade, (now de 
ceased) told mo thut, when be estab- 
lished Fort Dunvegan, on Peace ltiv- 
er, near tho llocky Mountains, tbe 
regular price of a trade musket was 
ltocky Mountain sables piled up on 
each side of it until they were level 
with tho muzzle. The sables were 
worth in England at least £3 apiece, 
and tbe musket cost in all not over £1. 
The price of a six-shilling blanket was, 
iu like manner, thirteen beavers of tho 
best qualities and twenty of a less ex- 
celieut description. At that time bea- 
ver wao worth 32a. per lb. and a good 
beaver would weigh from lib to If lb. 
Gradually the Indians began to know 
better the price of a musket and of 
their furs, and to object most decidedly 
to the one being piled along the sides 
of the. other, which report saith was 
lengthened every year by two inches 
until tbe barrel reached dimensions. Fin- 
ally a pestilent fallow discovered silk as a 
substitute for the napping of beaver hats, 
and from that dates tho decline of tho 
Hudson's Bav Compauv. — "The Countries 
of the World'," by Dr. Robert Brown.

THE NEWS 



The war dispatob.es ate exciting. The 
Bussians appear to be making a bold 
push for the Danube and have actually 
closed it to navigation with torpedoes. 
Hobart Pasha (the Turkish Admiral) 
who was operating in the river with a 
gunboat, lias been forced to abandon 
bis vessel and proceed overland to 
reach the fleet in the Black Sea. Greece 
threatens a movement hostile to Tur- 
key; and Austria is uneasy and mare 
than half disposed to declare war 
against Russia. The dispatch which 
intimatos that Austria has a secret un- 
derstanding with Russia is absurd. 
She can never tamely assent to the mouth 
of tho Danube falling into the hands of a 
nation more powerful that herself. In 
Asiatic Turkey the Russians aro roported 
to havo passed Batoum and to be advano 
ing with groat rapidity on Kara. If this 
report bo correct, the Turks, who had 
made a stand at Batoum, which is 15 miles 
from the frontier, must hav? been defeat 
ed. Kars is a city in Turkish Armenia. 
In the war of 1851 it was gallantly held 
by tho English general "Williams and a 
handful of troops against a Russian army. 
Erzeroum lies nearer Constantinople than 
Kars. It was taken by tho Russians in 
1829 and was afterwards restored by 
treaty. Tho points on tho Danube at 
which it is believed Russia will attempt a 
crossing aro Reni and Ismail. Reni is in 
Bessarabia, at the confluence of tho Pruth 
and tho Danube. Ismail is alBO iu Bes- 
Barabia, on the north side of die principal 
arm of tho Danube, 120 miles from 
Odessa. It was long iu the possession of 
the Turks, but was captured by Suwarrow 
in 1790 and given up for three days 
to tho pillage nnd massacre of his 
soldiery. Tho immense naval pre- 
parations of Great Britain indicate that a 
movement of importance is about to be 
made by the Imperial Government— pro- 
bably the occupation of Egypt and the 
seizure of two or throe of the Turkish 
Mediterranean islands to insure tho in- 
tegrity of tho British highway to India. 
All information goes to show that the 
Russians aro bettor prepared than was at 
first supposed, and that they mean to 
push the campaign with vigor.

Lake Tanganyika and an African Eve 

(Fiom Stanley's Letters In Africa.); 
The Wajiji, a tribe now occupying t 
small country near tho centre of tho east 
em coast of tlie Tanganyika, immigrants 
long since from Urimdi, havo two interest 
ing traditions respecting the origin of 
Lako Tanganyika. 

Tho first relates that the portion of this 
continent now occupied by the great lake 
was a pluin "years and years and years 
ago;" that on this plain was a huge town, 
near whero is not known. In this town 
lived a man and. his wifo in an iuclosure 
round their dwelling, which contained a 
remarkably deep well or fountain, whence 
an abundant supply of fresh iish was ob 
tainod for their wants. Tfce existence of 
the fountain aud its treasure was kept a 
profound secret from all their neighbors, 
as the rovolation of its existence had 
been strictly prohibited by father to son 
for maoy generations within this particu- 
lar family, lest some heavy calamity dim- 
ly foretold would happen if tho prohibi- 
tion was not strictly respected; aud, re- 
membering tho injunction, the owners of 
the fountain lived long and happily, aud 
frosh fish formed their main food each 
day. The wife, however, was not very 
virtuous, for t,ho permitted another mau 
in secret to share tho love which should 
have been solely bestowed on her proper 
husband, and amonft other favors slio fre- 
quently gave to hor lover some of the 
fresh fish, a kind of delicious meat ho 
had never before tasted, and which roused 
his utmost curiosity to ascertain whence 
«he obtained it. Eor a long time ho con- 
tinued to ask, and tho woman steadily re- 
fused to tell.

One day the husband was compelled to 
begin a journey to Uvinza, but before de- 
narturo ho strictly enjoined his wifo to 
look after his house closely, to admit no 
gossips within his doors, and, above all, 
not to show tho fountain. Tho African 
Eve solemnly promised to comply with 
his instructions, though secretly nho re- 
joiced at the prospect of his absence. A 
few hours after her husband's departure 
eho loft her house to seek her lover, and 
when she found him she sui'il to him, "You 
have for a long time demanded whence I 
obtained that delicious meat you havo so 
often praised. Gome with me, I will show 
you." African Evo then took him to hor 
liouso, in opposition to her husband's 
commands, but as wiih a view to enohance 
the glories of tho fountain and tho plea- 
sure of viewing tho fish sportfully dis- 
playing their silver sidos in tho water slio 
first entertained hor lover with tho Iish 
cooked in various ways, nor was sho 
neglectful to satisfy his thirst with the 
wine of hor own manufacture. Thou when 
her lover began to bo impatient at tho 
delay, and having no other cause to post- 
pone tho exhibition, eha invited him to 
follow hor. A fence of wator cano plaster- 
ed over with mud enclosed tho wondrous 
fountain, within whoso crystal depths ho 
saw the fish. Eor some time ho gazed on 
the brilliant. oroatures with admiration; 
then, seiz' H with a dosiro to handle ono 
of them and regard them more closely, ho 
put his hand within tho wator to catch 
ono of them, when suddenly tho well burst 
forth, tho earth opened hor womb, and 
soon an enormous lake replaced the plain. 

Within a few days tho husband, re- 
turning from Uviuza, approached Ujiji, 
and saw to his astonishment a largo lako 
whero onco a plait and many towns stood . 
and ho knew theu that his wife had re- 
vealed the service of the mysterious foun- 
tain and that punithmont had fallen upon 
her and her neighbors because of her sin.

London, April 29. — A special from 
Pera announces that tho Persian Min- 
ister officially assured tho Grand Vi- 
zier that Persia has entered into no 
engagement with Russia against Tur- 
key.

A Paris correspondent remarks that 
Greece only delays declaring war un- 
til the Russians cross the Danube. 

A Vienna dispatch reports that Aus- 
tria has intimated that there is a point 
beyond which the extension of the war 
would intorfere with her interests. 

Tho 'Observer' in its financial col- 
umn sayB the announcement that na 
vigation of the Danube has been clos- 
ed caused considerable excitement iu 
the Baltic salesrooms yesterday. Car- 
goes of grain to arrive were quoted at 
a further advance of a shilling per 
quarter. 

A Plymouth oovrespoudent of the 

Press Association reports that the au- 
thorities of the Devonport dockyard in 
consequence of the instructions from 
the Admiralty are facilitating the com- 
pletion of all vessels there. They have 
reported to the Admiralty that the Do- 
fence, Resistance and Black Prince of 
the Channol Squadron will bo com- 
pleted about the end of tho week. The 
Agincourt and Shannon, iron- dads, 
and Hydra and Cyclops, double-turret 
ships, can be made ready to go into 
commission in 24 hours. Nearly a 
dozen gunboats are also preparing for 
commission and all can be ready for 
sea within a fortnight. 

London, April 30. — Col. Lenox will 
joiu the Turkish army of the Danube 
as a British military attache. 

A special from Orsona says the Rus- 
sians are extensively fortifying Galatz 
aud putting together small gunboats 
which were brought to that place in 
sections. The Servian government aro 
about to sell their transports and ar- 
tillery horses. They recently sold all 
tho reserve supply of corn. 

A St. Petersburg dispatch announ- 
ces that the "Golos" newspaper has- 
been suspended by the government foi 
two months for attacking the adminis- 
tration. 

A Pera correspondent announces 
that the Sultan will go to Schumla on 
Thursday. 

A Bucharest correspondent says the 
action of the Russian authorities iu 
closing tho navigation of the Danubo 
certainly indicates an understanding 
with Austria. Tho Russians aro said 
to bo advancing again by tho railways 
which were temporarily obstructed by- 
recent inundations. 

A correspondent says the son of 
Schamyl, a famous Circassian chief- 
tain, has been sent to Kara to assume 
command of the Circassian irregulars. 
Tho Porto is very sanguine that this 
move will excite rebellion in Oircassia. 

Foreign consuls with their families 
left Rustchuk upon receiving iutolli- 
gence of the Russian advance. 

A special from Vienna says tele- 
grams from Triesto report that tho 
Russians have seized three Austrian 
Lloyds steamers for carrying goods 
contraband ol war and A.u«tria has re- 
monstrated against the act. 

Subscriptions havo been opened 
throughout Hungary for wounded 
Turks. 

Pesth, May 29. — The Turkish depu- 
tation of 17 Softas aud IJlmnas, who 
are returning the recent visit of Hun- 
garian students to Constantinople, 
arrived at Pesth to-day. Tho whole 
town turned out to greet them. 
Many deputations came in from pro- 
vincial towns. Tho Servian cavalry 
and artillery have been ordered to 
keep wagons aud horses in readiness. 
A lurge number of recruits havo arriv- 
ed. 

London, April 30. — Tho orders sent 
to Devonport dockyard aro to hurry 
forward necessary work on commis- 
sioned and uncommissioned ships with 
all possible speed and direct sole at- 
tention to necessary work. Tho officer 
in charge of tho channel squadron has 
been ordered to inspect tho boiler of 
each ship, and whero absolutely neces- 
sary of reduce the pressure to" a sale 
point. 

New Yobk, April 30— The Herald'.* Vi- 
enna correspondent telegraphs that Prince 
Oharles is preparing a manifesto declar- 
ing Uoumania independent of Turkey. 
Roumonia will bo erected into a kingdom 
and will ho under tho protection of Rus- 
sia. 

Belgrade, April 29— Abdul Kerini tel-

THE WELLINGTON TROUBLES. 

Ejectment of Five Families on Monday— 
Tiie Remainder to be Turned out on 
Tuesday— No Blows Struck or Vio- 
lence Offered. 

Onr informant left Victoria on Sun- 
day at 11:30 a.m. with Companies 1 
and 2 Victoria Riflos, and arrived 
at Westminster at 7:30 p.m. Stop- 
ped at Ladner's Lnnding, mouth of 
Frailer, whoro T. E. Laduor's house was 
burning and nearly consumed. The as- 
sistance proffered by Capt. Morrison was 
declined as boing of no avail. Except 
some bedding, the house and contents 
were entirely consumed. At Westminster 
No. 1 Company Rifles, Capt. Pool, and 
tho N. W. Artillery, Lieut. Scott, com- 
manding, hud boon under arms all tho 
afternoon awaiting tbo Maude. At 10 p m. 
embarked 51 men, tho officers and Dr. 
Trow. Started at 3 a.m. tho 30th. At tho 
Light-ship encountered strong head wind, 
which made tho steamer roll and quite a 
number were seasick. Arrived at Depar- 
ture) Bay at 11 a.m. on Monday, Found 
H. M. S. Rocket at anchor there. After 
being supplied with 20 rounds of ammu- 
nition for each man, and a haversack tilled 
with provisions, the militia landed and 
were convoyed by rail to tho inclino, half 
a mile. Walked about 1,000 yards and 
2>roceeded by a larger train to Wellington, 
arriving at 12, noou. Everything seemed 
quiet and orderly. Alighted from tho 
cars and formed the companies under the 
orders of Col. Houghton. The minors 
had not anticipated an armed force and 
only a little chaffing and empty compli- 
ments greeted thearrival of the companies. 

The funeral of a little boy who was 
drowned in a well had taken place an hour 
previously. Tho event had cast a gloom 
over tho placp and tho arrival of tho 
Sheriff and party did not seem to choor 
matters. 

Every precaution was taken by tho 
officers in command and Capt. Spalding, 
S.M., to prevent a broach of Ihe peace. 
Until evening ihe military was not called 
upon except to furnish n guard for pris- 
oners (three in number) who were arrest- 
ed by Stipt Todd and conveyed on board 
the Maude. Our informant did not ascer- 
tain their names. 

Sheriff Harris up to i p.m. Monday had 
ojeeted 5 families and was to start on 
Tuesday at 9 a m. to dispossos about a 
dozen more. Tlioro was no violence of- 
. fored as far as could be ascertained, but 
tho families were Highly indignant. As 
tho troops woro some distance from the 
houses our informant (who was one of the 
Volunteers) could not ascertain correctly 
tho proceedings. 

No. 2 Company (V.R.) was detailed to 
camp at Wellington Monday night. It 
is expected that tho work of tho Sheriff 
was completed on Tuesday, aud tho Maude 
would return to Westminster and Victor- 
ia on Wednesday. The Rocket will re 
main at Departure Bay for a fow days. 

At Wellington weather was very hot, 
but the troops wore moved under largo 
sheds and remained there during the day. 
The Militia forces numbered 120 men. 
Tho Sheriffs and police force about 20 
more. 

Our informant having obtained leave 
from Col. Houghton in command, left 
Nanaimo at 8 p.m. Monday and arrived 
at 4:30 a.m. Tuesday morning. 

I 1 isnvxG Rods and Tackle. — Tho latest 
specimens in these items of tho sports- 
man's outfit have just been received by 
Henry Short, gnnmaker, Fort street. The 
glass eyed spoon and silver minnow for 
trout fishing, with a very largo assort-

A SmANQE Sobt or Father.— -Quite an 
excitement occurred in the .Justice's Court 
at Seattle, last week. A case was on trial 
in the course of which it was shown that 
a lad had been guilty of disreputable con- 
duct. Tho father of tho boy became so 
enraged that bis son should thus cast dis- 
grace upon the family that be drew a re- 
volver and would have shot tho youth had 
not the bystanders interfered. With such 
a parent how could a son bo good ? 

The London Times publishes wdiat it 
pronounces "a most extraordinary ad- 
dress" to tho Archbishops and Bishops of 
tho Ohurota of England, signed by tho 
Dean of St. Pauls, the Dean of York, and 
others, and depreciating Parliamentary 
encroachment on the spiritual power of 
tho Church. 

The Toronto Olobe comes to us with a 
handsome new dress.

Russell, who married Miss Pearkes of 
this city last summer, to bo commander 
of tho Pacific Mail Company's steamship 
Salvador.

Mme Do Murska i« a Russian lady 
of great abilitv as a vocalist and actress, 
who, with her company, is now delighting 
tho good peoplo of Portland.

Latest from Cassiar. 



Tho steamer Grappler, Capt, Hayos, ar- 
rived at 1 a.m. yesterday from Fort Wrau- 
gel, and reports the river open, and water 
low. Tho stern- wheeler Beavor loft Wrau- 
gol on tho 26th of April with 25 passon- 
gors and freight for Olenora, tho Gor- 
trudo was to leave on tho 27th. Tho 
Grappler arrived at 1:30 a.m. on tho 26th 
at Wrangel 6 days from -Victoria, leaving 
again at 7 p.m. on tho same day, arrived 
at Bella Bella on tho 28th, Alert Bay on 
tho 2'Jth, Nanaimo on the 30th; saw H. 
M. S. Rocket and tho Maude auciiDred in 
Doparture Bay. The Grappler reports 
Wrangel deserted, all tho miners having 
gono either to Cassiar or to tho new dig- 
gings, about 75 miles from Wrangel. 
Through a private letter written at Glen 
ora on the 23d July we learn that Stick- 
oen river was open at that date. Provis- 
ions woro very high— sugar 60 conts per 
lb., flour 12 cents por lb,, and stocks of 
other articlos oxbaustod. Traders aud 
packers were removing from Telegraph 
Creek to Glenora landing whore tho town 
will bo established. Tho minors had high 
hopes of tho hill diggings at Cassiar prov- 
ing vory rich. 

Thu Wellington Troubles. — Else- 
where will bo found a Btatoiiient of tho 
proceedings at Wellington down to Mon- 
thly evening. The affair had so far passed 
off quietly; but tho silly mou and women 
in ovory instance refused to leavo the 
houses till turned out by tho Sheriff. 
What point (hoy hope to gain by their 
singular conduct it is difficult to imagine. 
One minor, after tho Sheriff's seals had 
beon placed ou one of tho buildings, 
walkod deliberately upund broke into tho 
house. Ho was promptly arrested and 
will, doubtless, receive sovero punish- 
ment. One of tho Militia mou from Vic- 
toria is said to have been ordered under 
arrest for fraternizing with tho miners. 
The Maude-is expected to return to-day. 
It is with pleasure we learn Col. Houghton 
ivas most assiduous in bis efforts to make 
tho troops as comfortable as possiblo oil 
tbo trip to Departure Bay. lie was every- 
where aud superintended persotially 
everything, so that all was syste- 
matic and agrceablo. The best of food 
was provided, and tbo men were supplied 
with every comfort. In all tho various 
movements tho strictest discipline was 
manifest, aud tho military feel the high- 
est admiration and respect for their gal- 
lant Colonel. There was not tho slightest 
murmur hoard, harmony prevailed and 
the men emulated each other in then- 
efforts to maintain order aud desoipliuo. 

Mail Route. — The Bellingham Bay 
Mail says: — "It appears that the mail 
route established between this county and 
British Columbia is from Semiahmoo to 
New Westminster, instead of Nooksack 
and Sunias, ns supposed by many a fow 
weeks ago. Wo notice this among a list 
of now routes, published by tho Seattle 
Tribune, but no mention is made in said 
list of tho Sunias route, and tho inference 
is reasonable that that route is not estab- 
lished yet.

Mixed Schools. 



Editor Colonist :-Whon a subject that so 
vitally affects our best interests us edu- 
cation, becomes a question of debate, 
it is but proper that it should bo 
thoroughly ventilated; and I am of 
opinion that this community owes His 
Lordship Bishop Seghers a debt of 
gratitude for bringing tho question so 
boldly before tho public of Victoria, 
and for challenging in such an open 
manner tho advocates of non-sectarian 
schools to defend their position against 
his cunningly-conceived and skilfully 
executed attack. Truth must in tho 
end prevail; and if we who ore admir- 
ers of non-sectarian education bo in 
the right, the more wo me assailed 
the more must our position bo confirm- 
ed; while on the other baud if wo bo 
wrong tho sooner aud more clearly it 
may be demonstrated tbo bettor must 
it bo for us oud for our posterity. 
Therefore say I. let every creed be 
heard, and let us have an abundance 
of light upon tho subject, and in the 
end our feet will undoubtedly bo guid- 
ed into the right path. 

It is not, however, my object at this 
time to enter into a consideration of 
the general question of non-sectarian 
Free Schools; but to tho best of my 
ability to combat tho position taken 
by you in your leader of this morning's 
issue. You condemn in almost as 
strong language as Bishop Seghers, 
tho "mixing" of tho sexes at school; 
ami for want apparently of better ar- 
gument you attempt to ridicule a cor- 
respondent — whoso letter you say "you 
have before you" — who advocates the 
"mixed" system. Your articlo is con- 
cluded in tbeso words, "mixed schools 
were experimented with in England 
sixty years ago, and failed — as tlioy 
will here." Now, sir, I am not, in a 
position to state with any degree of 
certainty what was or was not 
done in England sixty yours ago; but 
I do know what was done there sixteen 



complete successes — as I bolievo they 
are destined to prove here. Let me 
not be understood to have reference 
to mixed boarding schools; in anything 
I may say I am not such an extremest 
as to fancy that because boys and girls 
may bo safely and even boneficially 
brought together in a classroom under 
tho watchful eye of tho teacher, that 
therefore tho may be safely permitted 
to mix when darkness shrouds them 
from viow, and when cessation from 
study, or in other words when idleness 
aircl opportunity permit, tho contem- 
plation aud perpetration of mischief, 
whether in the shapo of ordinary prac- 
tical jokes or of tho indulgence of a 
precocious passion. In day schools.aud 
especially among youths who have 
passed beyond the elementary stage of 
education, I consider the mixed sys- 
tem tho best calculated to accomplish 
all that may be and ought to be achiev- 
ed iti the way of comploto education. 
Your picture of ladylike young men aud 
gentlemanly young women you admit 
yourself to bo overdrawn, and I would 
add it is simply a caricature, and as 
such is worthless as an argument in 
your favor. Girls are often more apt 
at school than boys, and I know noth- 
ing that is more calculated to spur a 
spirited boy to greater diligence and 
desire to master the (situation than the 
rivalry in his class of a clover girl. 
Girls may ba ambitious somotimes, 
too, and a keen contest with boys will 
often stimulate thorn to an ondeavour to 
hold their own against them, when tho 
insipidity of rivalry with their own sex 
would leave them without an 
incentive to accomplish anything be 
youd the merest common-place. It is 
perfectly truo, also, that the influence 
of each sex upon tho other, through 
association in their classos is immense, 
and almost entirely for good. A feeling 
of chivalry is engendered in tho boy that 
will influence his whole after life, 
and tho teacher.if he bo fit for his posi- 
tion, will take advantage of the oppor- 
tunity offered to him of making each 
sex contribute towards the mental 
improvement of tho otuer. 

Is tho world to stand still and must 
man go on considering himself to be 
tho lord of creation, and woman to be 
a silly, simple creature fitted only to 
administer in his holiday hours to his 
wishes? Aud must woniongoon quiet- 
ly accepting her position of dependency 
upon man, looking to him as her 
master and guide, a being of some 
higher order than herself? If so, then 
lot my Lord Bishop and you, Mr. 
Editor, put brakes upon thj wheels of 
progress by continuing to teach boys 
uud girls in separate educational estab- 
lishments. But if wo are to march 
forward and break down tho senseless 
division walls that exist betwoen male 
and fenialo in tbo formation of society, 
thou the system of teaching boys and 
iris in the same classes is more cal- 
culi! ted to accomplish tho object than 
anything I know. Tho man who can 
look back upon his school days aud 
remember a girl or girls who rivaled 
him in his class, will necessarily have 
more respect for tho sox than the man 
whose experience has had nothing in it 
calculated to destroy tho innate conceit 
of believing his sex the exclusive poss- 
essor of intellectual excellence.

or twenty years ago, and I must say 
that the experiments that to my knowl- 
edge wore thou made in tho way of 
mixed schools did not fail, but proved Victoria, April 28th, 1877. 



An important consideration in con- 
nection with mixed education is the 
means it affords boys and girls who 
will afterwards bo men and women 
together, and in many cases husbands 
and wives, an opportunity of becoming 
thoroughly conversant with the real 
nature uud character of each other, an 
opportunity — as society is at present 
constituted — rarely or never afforded 
in after life. Tho result of this, of 
course, must bo that an ill assorted 
union will be prevented, and many a 
happy one effected that could never 
otherwise be possiblo. The effect of 
well or ill-mated marriages upon tho 
future of our race is probably little 
understood and little cared for, but 
li^bt is breaking in upon our darkness, 
with regard to tho too-ofton obscure 
causes of too well known effects. Lot 
any man stop and think of tho almost 
universal sham that pervades society 
and then answer if it bo possiblo for 
the carefully acted rules assumed by 
young men and young women as they 
appear in tboir respective circles, to 
permit of anything like a truo estimate 
being formed of their real natural 
solves. Educate boys and girls to- 
gether, especially after they have ad- 
vanced to tho high school; and in 
addition to tho knowledge that may be 
imparted to thorn in ordinary course 
you will subject each sex to thut mys- 
terious influence for good that tho all- 
wiso Creator has ordained to be 
involuntarily exerted by each sox over 
the other; and instead of olfeiuiuacy on 
on tho ono hand and affected mascu- 
linity on tho other being tho result, 
tho natural and inevitable consoquence 
must be the dovolopement of a inoro 
perfect manhood and womanhood, as 
the case may bo. Tho mixed Hystem 
is successfully in operation in Canada 
and the United States, aud I beliovo it 
will scarcely bo denied that national 
education has been brought to a higher 
degree of perfection in those countries 
than anywhere else. 

It seems strange that when tho al- 
most-impossible-of-chango conserva- 
tism of the old world should bo giving 
away before tho progress of tho age, 
and admitting tho superiority of the 
mixed system, wo, or at least, you sir, 
should bo so laggard in idea as to wish 
to hold on to medieval and oriental 
customs. I have not alluded to the 
economy of tho mixed Bystom, because 
1 look upon it as a secondary consid- 
eration; but so far as it goes it is un- 
questionably in our favor.

PllOGItliSS. 



Editor Colonist: — As the session is 
ovor aud public works aro about to be 
commenced, a fow remarks on that 
subject may not bo out of place at this 
particular time. It sooms strange that 
members of tho Opposition in tho 
Houso should argue so strongly in 
favor of having roadwork throughout 
the Provinco done by contract, when 
it must bo evident to every unbiased 
mind that if done by day labor it 
would bo much more beneficial to tho 
country. If road parties were started 
in the different districts under the su- 
pervision of competent men, the Gov- 
ernment would bo inconstant commu- 
nication with the foremen of those 
parties, aud would bo enabled thereby 
to recommend for employment a class 
of men who, after getting, as it were, 
a foothold in the country, might be- 
come actual settlors, and would, in 
course of time, form an integral part 
of the taxpaying community. No Ohi- 
noso would be employed, of course, 
and money so expended would go to 
enrich our own peoplo. Work would 
bo done as directed and no glossing 
over in order to blind inspectors so 
that money might bo obtained with as 
little labor as possiblo. Supplies 
would be purchased in tho district 
where tho work was being done; and 
traders then would benefit by tho ex- 
penditure No money would bo paid 
out only that for which value was re- 
ceived, if only honest, experienced 
men were placed in charge. Tho day 
labor system would help to settle up 
the country and assist materially in 
developing its resourcos; whereas if all 
work woro done by contract the like 
results would not be obtained. Con- 
tractors in this country are not the 
most wealthy class of men and cannot 
afford to do work out of their own- 
pockets. Contracts aro not always 
given to competent men — men capable 
of tendering intelligently for thorn; 
but very often to men who, from lack 
of experience, aro ontirely unfitted to 
make oven a proximate estimato of the 
cost of such work; then can anything 
but failure bo expected from such 
men ? and their failure involvos others 
who were credulous enough to trust 
them on the strength of the job. No 
matter who tho contractor might be 
Cinnamon would bo employed to do 
the grading; supplies would bo pur- 
chased whore the bondsmen residod, 
as it is generally traders who go secur- 
ity; soft material would be usod in fill- 
ing up low places, no matter how care- 
fully watched, aud this would soon 
have to bo repaired again with the 
pooplo's money. 

Casos might be cited that occurred 
in years gone by, under a former ad- 
ministration, whoro contractors failed 
to finish their contract, tho bondsmen 
were not held responsible, workmen 
woro left unpaid and had to struggle 
for existence throughout tho onsuing 
hard winter. Tho Government of that 
day relieved all parties of any respon- 
sibility, finished tho work themselves 
with the money kept back for that pur- 
pose, aud tho balance remaining, after 
the job was finished, went to enrich 
the Treasury, and not a cent was given 
to the men who failed to receive their 
pay from the contractor. Cases of this 
kind occur every year and no stops aro 
taken to put a stop to it. Tho Chief 
Commissioner, in his place in the 
House, told of a case in point that oc- 
curred at New Westminster. A con- 
tract was let up there four years ago, 
and is yet unfinished. Tho contractor 
failed and tlv bondsmen were found 
to be equally worthless; so it is to be 
presumed tho Government will finish 
it with the money kept back aud will 
not liquidate debts incurred by tho 
contractor. Now I would like to ask 
is this doing justice to tho working 
man — -the root — the stem from which 
other branches of industry bloom and 
flourish? Is this the way to settle up 
a now country and make its people 
prosperous? Tho answer must be an 
emphatic — No! Yet this is tho system 
so much applauded for boing cheap, 
good and beneficial. But ruinous, 
disastrous, reprehensible, aro terms 
which would bo much more applicable 
if viewed in its proper light. If such 
a vicious system is to bo continued, a 
clause should be inserted in tho speci- 
fications giving Boourity to tho work- 
ingman in case of failure, as many un- 
scrupulous contractors tako jobs at a 
ruinous rato in order to stave off tho 
evil day, and money thus obtained is 
not appliod to tho work for which it 
was intended, but goes to pay off old 
debts in order to incur heavier ones, 
so that when tho job is finished tho 
contractor is found unable to pay. If 
tho above remarks bo duly considered 
and acted on tho country will bo bono- 
lited as well as a Workwoman.

' 'Everybody, whether ho has beon ordain- 
ed in thoChurch or not, isat liborty, so far 
as tho lay Courts are concerned, to preach 
what ho likos and whore ho likes (within 
cortain limits of public decency), only 
tho law says— you shall not do this in the 
character of a clergyman of the Church of 
England, nor in any English Church, 
without tho license of tho Bishop. You 
may not run with the hare aud hunt with 
the hounds. . . . Now, tho law lays down 
tho samo rulo for all religious denomina- 
tions, and indeed for all voluntary asso- 
ciations hore, religious or secular. Leave 
tho association, you may do as you like. 
But you shall uot bo allowed to occupy 
tho Church of your denomination . . .

The Authority of the Bishop of British 
Columbia. 



Editor Colonist: — There aro some 
people (as is well known) who aro so ob- 
lii. o that tho plainest common sense is 
Greek to them. Your correspondents 
"13. M." and "Protestant" aro striking in- 
stances of this. Judgiug from the viru- 
lence of their language, they must take a 
strong interest in the causes which led up 
to tho formation of tho so-called Reform- 
ed Episcopal sect. I would recommend 
them to "road, mark, learn and inwardly 
digest" the judgment, of the Chief Justice 
of the Supreme Court upon the case of 
tho Bishop British of Columbia versus 
Rov. Mr. Oridge, as it is hardly possible 
that oven their obtuBity can resist tho 
plain common sense there set forth. I 
would especially commend to their dili- 
gent study the following short extracts 
from tho judgment referred to, which con- 
tain vei-y good and sufficient answers to 
all that they bring forward: 

. . . ''There is no evidenoe and no 
argument that tho Church horo is not a 
branch of tho Church of England, to be 
govornod and guided by all hor practices 



partuer, who published an edition of 
the work; but when enmplainf- was 
modo as to its immoral character, ho 
evaded responsibility by declaring his 
ignorance of its contents and his will- 
lingness to withdraw it from circula- 
tion. This disgusted Mr. Bradlaugh. 
who got rid of his partner at once and 
assumed the responsibility of publish- 
ing the work, and ho announced in tho 
"National Reformer" that he and Mrs. 
Besant would themselves in person 
sell the first one hundred copies of tho 
work, in order to shoulder the respon- 
sibility of its sale and bring the ques- 
tion fairly before the courts, whether 
an English citizen cannot discuss so- 
cial quostions with absolute freedom 
without let or hindrance by tho au- 
thorities. The work whose publication 
has causo the rumpus relates to over- 
population, and the means of prevent- 
ing it. It has an application of tho 
famous doctrine of Malthus,that while 
population increases in a geometrical 
ratio food increases only in an ar- 
ithmetical ratio; and therefore, unless 
the incroase of population is kept 
down tho race will starvo. It was for 
calling attention to the evils of over 
population, and urging restrictive 
measures, that Miss Martineau first 
provoked severe and bitter criticisms. 
But Germany puts numerous restric- 
tions on marriage. In France tho po- 
pulation is kept from rapid increase 
by various devices. In Sweden and 
some other Scandinavian nations ear- 
ly marriages are prohibited, and in 
Scotland they are discouraged. The 
English Malthusians, a powerful 
thought not a numerous body, main- 
tain that one of the crying evils of tho 
nation is the too rapid increase of popu- 
lation among tho poor, tho ignorant, 
aud the pauper classes. There aro 
too many babies for the bread. The 
work for the sale of which Mr. Brad- 
laugh has boon arrested pointed out 
tho moans of preventing over-popula- 
tion. 

The Countess of Derwentwater, who 
made such a stir some years ago by 
hor claims iu England, is causing some 
excitement just now. Hor ladyship 
claims all tho land in the neighborhood 
of Consett, aud has grautod a leaso to 
a woman named Stokoe, who lives in 
houso belonging to Mr. Taylor. The 
mattter is being investigated by tho 
County Court Judge. 

At St. James' Church, Hatcham, 
there woro on tho panels in front of 
tho chancel screen four paintings, re- 
senting scriptural scenes, executed by 
Mr . Tooth and ou the church being 
opeuedon March 25th it was discover- 
ed that theso pictures had beon on- 
tirely covered with black paint. Ac- 
cess to tho church must havo boon 
obtainod by means of a door which 
had been unfastened from tho inside 
and loft opou. 

In the last issue of the London 
Court Circular is narrated a social tragedy 
to tho moaning of which it is impossible 
to shut our oyo. Among tho guosts who 
were assombled at a dinner party was a 
lady of exquisite form, whoso delicate 
plumpness was tho thomo of unusual mas- 
culine admiration. To hor was presented 
a small bunch of flowors by an admirer 
whoso duty it was to escort her to dinner. 
She gracofully accepted tho gift, aud in a 
thoughtless moment fastened it to hor 
bosom with a pin searching and far-reach- 
ing. By tho time she reached the dinner- 
table she was a mero wreck, Tho pin had 
perforated her bosom, not wisely, but too 
well, aud that bosom was merely a part of 
tho outer India-rubber woman which con- 
cealed tho real bony residue from tho 
gaz:i of deceived Hocioty. Of coarse there 
was nothing left for hor to do but to faint, 
and sho promptly did so. Hor friends 
gathered her once oxuberaut charms 
into a narrow but compact bundle, and 
removed hor to her carriago.
